By so doing they ¥WThld avoid the
necessity of keeping 25 per cent of their circula-
tion in coin in their vaults, as is required by the new
Congressional bill, But this apart, nobody wants
to extend the circnlation of the existing banks, or
to set up new onea. The times are not propitious
for such enterprises, We can only aecount for the
Ways and Means project by supposing that
it was drawn by some country member who has
been studying finanece in books with nndoe severity,
and has not yet heard that the eountry is at war,
and the whole bank capital of the North invested
in government securitics, It is understood that the
president of a leading city bank is ont witha
pamphlet, in which he takes the ground that the
banks eannot stand the present drain of specie—
$5,000,000 in & fortnight—much longer, and that
the expenses of the war must be defrayed by the
issue of inconvertible paper money. Something
gimilar was stated in this eolumn a fortnight sinoe,
and we ure mueh mistakon if this has not been Mr,
Chase'a opinion all slong.
